Archdeacon Wicks of North Texas, who is 
known as “The Archdeacon of the Plains,” has 
summed up the situation before the Church as 
follows: the “Plains” with its recent rapid 
growth occupies a peculiar place in the mission- 
ary districts of the Church. Miles and miles 
of fertile lands hitherto only used for grazing 
are now being opened up to the farmer and j 
small stock raiser. Thousands of acres, with- j 
out a tree or rock in sight and as level as the 
floor, are being occupied by people from all 
parts of the United States. New railroads now 
built and other buiding have opened up new 
towns calling for attention. The people who 
come here are of the “all sorts and conditions 
of man” for whom the Church prays, and to 
whom the missionary tries to minister. 

Very often in our missions abroad a play is 
used as the means for teaching some well-known j 
virtue or lesson. The girls of Saint Agne’s j 
School, Anking, China, gave a very interesting j 
play last Christmas which could easily be repro- 


duced by girls in this country. A description 
of it is given in detail in the December issue of 
The Spirit of Missions, under the tittle of “The 
Gobbler and the Christ-child.” We would sug- 
gest that there is good material here for a sim- 
ple play 

Hawaii is the stepping-stone between the Ori- 
ent and the Occident : it is the door which is 
opening the East to the West and the West to 
the East. Through the medium of the Islands, 
where oriental boys and girls have taken on 
our manner of life and entered into the spirit 
of our social, political and religious institutions, 
the way is being prepared for a closer associa- 
tion between the United States and the Orient. 
Out of a population of 191, 909 in the Islands, 
the Orientals Chinese, Japanese and Koreans 
number 105, 881 The Church’s work among 
this diversity of tongues and races centers in 
the catherdal in Honolulu, where the white 
people and Hawaiians worship. 

The Chinese and Japanese have churches with 
priests in charge of their own nationality, the 
latter sharing its building with a Russian con- 
gregation. There are many mission stations 
scattered throughout the Islands where the peo- 
ple are so diversified in race that to minister to 
them in their own tongues would require a staff 
of half a dozen interpreters Fortunately the 
children are required to attend the English- 
speaking schools, either public or private, and 
so through them, by story, song and drama, we 
are able to make known the good news of Birth 
of Jesus Christ. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society reports a most 
successful year, especially in the interest shown 
in and help given to the mission of the Church. 
Nineteen of the associates members are now at 
work in the mission field. Almost eight thou- 
sand dollars in money, besides boxes the value 
of which was over seven thousand dollars, were 
distributed among the various fields, foreign 
and domestic, including work among negroes 
and that in the mountians of the South. This 
splendid showing is largely due to the leader- 
ship Miss Margaret C. Maul of Philadelphia, 
the head of the central department of the 
society. 

The cornerstone of the new Church General 
Hospital, Wuchang, China, was laid on Sep- 
tember 22nd. 

The mission study class has been found to be 
the most effective means of giving up-to-date 
information regarding the Church’s Mission, 
to Church people at large — men, women and 
children — and to developing their minds an in- 
telligent, interest, based on accurate informa- 
tion, in the most fundamental problem and the 
most pressing duty which confronts the Church 
to-day. The War and all of the activities and 
demands made in connection with it, are mat- 
ters of immediate, but transitory, importance. 
Beneath the surface waves and storms, runs the 
eternal current of the Church’s life and activi- 
ty. At this time of temporary confusion, even 
more than in times of peace, the mind of every 
member of the Church must be settled in a fix- 
ed determination not to permit any lesser de- 
mand to supersed the supreme obligation of 
stimulating the Church’s vitality, in order that 
She may carry out the everlasting purpose of 
Her exi stance. •

January first, 1918, marks the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the beginning of Saint Augustine’s 
School, Raleigh, North Carolina. The Rever- 
end J. Brinton Smith, D. D. (who had been sec- 
retary of the Freedman’s Bureau of the Board 
of Missions), in co-operation with Bishop At- 
kinson of North Carolina, inaugurated the 
work in 1868. 

In 1865, 97 per cent, of the negro race were 
illiterate. In fifty years, the illiteracy has 
been reduced to 30 per cent. , a marvelous grow- 
th, perhaps unexampled in the history of the 
education of the world. 

The work of the Church among the colored 
per pie of the South waits on the growing spirit 
of co-operation among the people of the whole 
country. The people of the South are gradual- 
ly awakening to their great responsibility. Mis- 
sion studies of this problem are being made by 
young men in the Southern Colleges, studies in 
social service and in missionary extension are 
showing the people of the fourth province those 
tremendous problems that lie at their door. 
When they awake to the necessity of action 
their work will be supported by the Church peo 
pie of the whole country and the bishops of the 
South, the leaders of the work will have tho 
whole Church back of them. A Record of Fif- 
ty Years, an interesting pamphlet showing the 
work of the school’s graduates has recently been 
published and will be sent by the school to any- 
one interested. 

Writing of Queen Liliuokalani of Hawaii, 
whose recent death was noted in the general 
press, Bishop Restarick gives these interesting 
facts : She was confirmed in Saint Andrew’s 
Cathedral on May 13, 1896. She bacame the 
president of the Hawaiian Guild which was or- 
ganized in 1902 and when she could on longer 
take an active part she became the honorary 
president and remained so until her death. 
She told the bishop that she often came to 
church when she was not very well, for the sake 
of example. She was interested in the work of 
raising an endowment for the Hawaiian past- 
orate and was always a reguar contributor to- 
wards the support of the church, giving also 
generously to special objects. 

( In answer to a rather general appeal, The 
Spirit of Missions will begin in the January is- 
sue a continuation of the series of articles on 
“How Our Church Came to Our Country’ f .

As in the past, a series of 
questions will be included, suitable for the use 
of the Church schools where these lessons are 
used. 

The Spirit of Missions for January contains 
the following editorial note: “It is seldom 

that one of the secretaries of the Board of Mis- 
sions pays an extended visit to the Mission 
field. When he does, the matter is one of im- 
portance and interest to the whole Churh. Dr. 
Wood’s journey through Alaska last summer 
with Archdeacon Stuck was followed with keen 
interest by many who have been eagerly wait- 
in g^f or the Archdeacon’s account of it. As the 
distance is great and mail is necessarily slow, 
it is only now that we have the privilege of 
publishing the long-looked-for account, written 
by the Archdeacon of the Yukon. Of necessity 
much detail has had to be omitted and only the 
general and outstanding facts and places not- 
iced. An almost constantly cloudy and wet 
summer precluded the possibility of taking ma- 
ny pictures. Enough were secured, however, 
to give some idea of the varied topography on 
the long journey down the Yukon, and what is 
lacking in the form of usual illustrations is ful- 
ly made up by the Archdeacon’s account. One 
outstanding fact is emphasized in every point 
the bigness of the task which the Church has 
asked of the Bishop of Alaska.” 

One of our missionaries in Utah has been 
working for three weeks as a laborer in one of 
the large copper plants to get to know the men 
and their point view and incidentally to earn 
three dollars a day for Armenian and Syrian 
relief. He says: “It has been a wonderful 
experience and one a missionary should go 
through at an industrial center before trying to 
preach to the men . ”
